LoxpDon, April 11.—Dante Gabriel Rosset- 
ti, the poet, is dead. 

Dante Gabriel Rossetti was born in London 
in 1828, of an illustrious Italian father. Fol- 
lowing the teaching of Ruskin and Turner,he 
with Holman Hunt, Millai and Madox 
Brown founded the pre-Raphaelite school of 
painting. He is chiefly known for his poems 
however, which carry the pre- Raphaelite 
principles of artinto poesy. “The Blessed 


Demozel,” his most successful poem, 
has been translated into every 
European language. Other of his 
productions, particularily ‘‘Jerry,” have 


enjoved a wide popularity. He had almost 
the rythm of Swinburne and much more of 
the real poetic qualitv. His rank among 
English literature will be next to that of len- 
nvson and Shelley. The whole Rossetti family 
has gained distinction in literature, and 
Gabriel Rossetti, the poet’s father, was the 
composer of the ringing war songs of 
Italy. Upon the reaction in 1822 
he escaped in disguise from Naples to Malta 
in amost romantic manner and settled in 
London. Cbristina Rossetti, the dead poet’s 
sister, bas published several excellent vol- 
umes of poems, one of which, the “Goblin 
Market,” has run through a great many edl- 
tions. Maria Rossetti is the authoress of the 
well known “Shadow of Dante,” while Wm. 
Rossetti translated Dante and wrote a life of 
Percy Bysshe Shelley, which is the standard 
biography of that poet, and edited the Lng- 
lish edition of Walt. Whitman’s poems,

WILLIAM’S GREAT AGE. 


No Sovereign Known to Have Sat on a 
Throne at His Years. 
from the New York Evening Post. 

Long reigns are rare in his*gy, long royal 
lives much rarer still. Prir-c&s occupy one of 
the lowest levels in the whole range of lon- 
gevitv. The air of courts is destructive of 
nea'th, nerve, and vigor. Lives which early 
corruption, luxurious and effeminate habits, 
unchecked passions, and unceasing excite- 
ment do not undermine; are frequently short- 
ened by consuming ambition or care, warlike 
toil and peri!, or the murderous hand of con- 
spiracy. Among the remarkably long reigns 
in historv are those of Uzziah of Judah (fifty- 
two years), Mitridates of Pontus (fifty -sev- 
en), Sapor IL. of Persia (seventy-one), Alfon- 
sol, of Portugal (seventy-three), Frederic 
Ill. of Germiny (fifty-two), Christian LV. of 


of Denmark (sixty), Louis XIV. of 
France (seventy-two), George Ill. 
of England (fifty - nine), Ferdl- 


nand [V. of Naples (sixty-five), and Pedro 
Ii. of Brazil (tiftv-one till now). But 
Uzziah wasa youth when he was piaced on 
the throne, Mithridates a boy, Sapor a new- 
born babe, Alfonso an infant, Christian eleven 
years old, Louis four, Ferdinand nine and 
Pedro five; and of ail the monarchs men- 
tioned only George III. reached the age of 
fouracore. Poland had one king who lived 
to the age of eighty-eight, Stanislas Lesz- 
ezynski: but he reigned only five years, and 
survived his throne fifty-six years, living in 
quiet retirement. Wemust go back to the 
days of antiquity to find William 1.’s royal 
peers in age, and the only ones we discover 
are Hiero ll. of Syracuse and Masinissa of 
Numidia, both of waom ended their reign at 
the age of about ninety. The reign of 
Ramesses [I., Pharaoh of Ezypt—the Sesostris 
of the Greeks—is believed bysome. Egyptolo- 
gists to have lasted about sixty-seven years, 
and his life about one hundred, but others re- 
duce both his reign and his days to normal 
proportions. Thus no Emperors known to 
history, no reigning King in Christendom, 
ever reached the ageof William l. Our age

Washed Overboard and Back Again. 
From the New York Tribune. 


The long overdue steamship Ayrshire, 
which put into Halifax on Sunday last short 
of coal, arrived yesterday and anchored in 
the bay near Bedloe’s Island. She sailed 
from Montrose. England, on March 6, with a 
cargo of potatoes, and on the fourth day out 
encountered a violent storm. The seas ran 
nigh and frequently broke over the vesse! 
with crushing force. A tremendous wave 
broke over the rail, doing great damage to 
everything about the decks. Capt. Ross, who 
was standing at the wheel. was thrown with 
such force onthe deck that he broke one of 
his arms. The wheel chains were also 
broken, and the crew then refused 
to work and wanted the captain to 
return o port. Believing that there 
wasfno special cause for alarm, the 
captain refused to put back, and, although 
partially disabled, with the officers he man- 
aged the vessel for two days. The storm con- 
tinued for several days, and two of the for- 
ward hatches were washed away and the fore 
compartment filled with water. Nearly every 
person on board was more or less injured; 
the carpenter had one of his legs brokea, ana 
the boatawain byis shoulder dislocated. 

On March 22 \a terrific hurricane was en- 
countered and tihe heavy seas demolished two 
of the lifeboats,\broke in the cabin compan- 
ionway,and did great damage about the decks. 
The fore-topsail \jwaslost. The second officer 
was washed overboard by asea, and while 
the crew were tlhrowing out life-buoys, he 
was washed back again. When the Avyr- 
shire put into Hajlifax five of the sailors de- 
serted.

SWALLOWING SMALL-POX 


A Peculiar Theory Practiced in an In- 
stitution for Poor Children. 
From the New York Tribune. 

‘Are these children vaccinated ?’said a phy- 
sician of the Health Department’s Vaccinat- 
ing Corps, to the elderly doctor in charge of 
the institution he was visiting. 

‘‘They are,” responded the elder man of 
physic. 

‘sBut where are the marks on their arms?” 

**There are none.” 

‘sYou vaccinate them on their leg?” 

‘‘No, they swallowed it,’? said the elder 
with a bland smile. 

Then the two doctors regarded each other, 
on one side with amazement, onthe other 
with a defiant consciousness of virtue and an 
upright mind. The vaccinating doctor was 
harrowed up by awful thoughts of children 
lunching on quills and ivory points. But the 
swallowing doctor kiudly came to his aid, 
by producing a bottle of small white loz- 
enges. ‘‘These are what I give,’ he said. 
‘‘Yhey contain a very high attenuation of the 
matter from a smail-pox pustule, and, if 
swallowed, they not only cure but prevent 
emali-pox.’’ 

‘The speaker was Dr. S. Swan, who is in 
charge of the “House ofthe Ho'y Family,” 
in Second avenue, near Eighth street. This 
is a Roman Catholic charitable institution for 
children whose parents are unable or unfit 
to care for them. It contains at present about 
200 young girls, between the ages of five and 
seventeen. A short time since it reported to 
the Health Board that there was a case of 
smali-pex inthe Home. A physician was 
sent up and found thatthe sickness was not 
acase of small-pox. He also found that 


both Mrs. Starr, a wealthy Iady who 
is interested in the institution, and 
Dr. Swan were strongly opposed to 


the ordinary method of vaccination and were 
firm belevers in the eflicacy of small-pox 
virus taken internaliy. Subsequently Dr. 
Day went there, but failed to see Mrs. Starr, 
and finding that many of the children were 
absolutely unvaccinated and without pro- 
tection from smali-pox, Dr. J. B. Taylor, the 
chief of the Vaccinating Bureau, visited the 
Home and vaccinated twentv-five children. 
Dr. Swan courteously consented, but held to 
his theory. His theory and his lozenges, 
however, were better for ornament than for 
use. In every case the vaccination took thor- 
oughly, showing that these little gir!s would 
have fallen victims to small-pox had they 
been exposed. Dr. Swan, although nomi- 
nal'y a homeopathic physician, is not con- 
sidered areguiar homeapath, ifthe expres- 
sion is allowable, and he carries the 
extremest views of Hahnemann in his last 
days to the farthest point. He believes, as 
do sume eciectic physicians, that the internal 
administration of the virus in small-pox and 
in some other contagious diseases would re- 
sult in prevention, and in the cure of a 
patient already sick. His process of preparing 
the lozenges showed the _  atteuauatic 
doctrine carried out to its last limit. He 
obvtained one drop of matter from a pustule 
on a person ill with small-pox. This was 
diluted with 100 drops of water, avd the pro- 
cess continued until about the millionth at- 
tenuation was reached. Then, procuring lit- 
tle sugar pellets or lozenges, he placed a drop 
of this very much weakened water with a glass 
rod on each lozenge. It is needless to say 
that neither in taste, smell, appearance or ef- 
fect do these lozenges differ from powderea 
sugar. Dr. Swan said thatany one taking 
these lozenges would be ill soon afterward 
with a very mild form of varioloid. A bottle 
of them has been procured at the Health De- 
partment, and they have been freely swallow- 
ed by various persons without effect. There 
have been strong expressions of opinion, 
however, in regard to the danger of leaving 
children exposed to small-pox through the 
mistaken ideas of their guardians. 

Dr. J. B. Taylor says: ‘*‘There are some 
‘eclectic’ physicians and some claiming to be 
homeopaths who sincerely believejin the effi- 
cacy of this internal administration of virus. 
While this seems ridicuious to all well- 
instructed physicians and toyon**‘" —

vent in future the danger of having the in- 
mates of asylums and institutions left unvac- 
cinated.” 


Horses at School. 
From the New York Sun. 

The training school for horses intended for 
the Fire Department was formally opened 
on Thursday, though little was done in edu- 
cating the animals sent there. The regular 
course of tuition will probably be begun 
soon. Manhattanville people will have the 
advantage ofseeing how afireis put out, 
however rare an incident an actual fire may 
be in their experience. The building selected 
for the school 18 in 125th street, near Tenth 
avenue, and was formerly an engine house. 
It is admirably fitted for the purpose for 
which it is now intended, and telegraph 
wires from the Central Office connect with it 
as with all the stations. It isin charge of 
an old and tried fireman, who can summon 
assistance, beyond the two men allotted to 
him, whenever he wants it, from a fire station 
afew hundred yards away. 

The efiiciency of the New York Fire De- 
partment depends largely upon the intelli- 
gence ofits horses. The telegraphic appara- 
tus which, at the moment it sounds the gong 
alarming the firemen, releasés the horses 
from their staiis, would be of far less use if 
the animals were not sifficiently trained to 
spring at once totheir places before the en- 
gines. The harnessis so simple that it is ad- 
justed with a touch, and in two seconds from 
the time the alarmis given everything is in 
readiness to draw the engine from the nouse. 
But the weight, the noise, and the glare of 
the engine, even supposing the other difficul- 
ties to be overcome, are enough to trighten 
the stoutest hearted horse unless he has 
been very tho oughly trained, and itis to 
provide animals which will neither be ren- 
dered incapable of motion by fear or rush to 
destruction in theirterror that the training 
school bas been provided, and on their doing 
their duty properly millions of property and 
many lives often depend. 

Hitherto the firemen atthe differen t sta- 
tions have trained their own horses, and that 
they have done it wellis shown by the high 
reputation that the department enjoys; but 
there are several objections to the old sys- 
tem. It occupies too much time, and gives 
extra work to men already sufficiently tasked, 
forin the crowded city thoroughfares itis 
impossible to bring “green” horses to the 
state of perfection which the Fire Depart- 
ment insists upon without a great outlay of 
time. Inthe training stable it is expected 
that aftera comparatiyely short course of 
training green horses will be transformed 
into animals perfectly capable of acting as 
though they had been at a hundred fires. 

Three teas of green horses arrived at the 
school yesterday. They were young and 
somewhat wild, but, as far as could be 
judged, intelligent, and ceriainly strong and 
heaithy.

The Favorite Resort of Human Mon- 
¢ strosities in Paris. 
Correspondence of the New York Times. 


There is no a between the Red Wind- 
mill and the Grand Hotel Legnay, and yet, as 
this strange establishment was one of the most 
curious in picturesque Paris.

Something New About the Author of 
**Home, Sweet Home.” 


Little Rock Special to the Chicago Times. 

From a gentleman who just reached this 
city from Indian Territory, the Times corre- 
———* learned of a new and interesting 
chapter in the history of the life of John How- 
ard Payne, author of.“*‘Home, Sweet Home.’’ 
Payne was a warm personal friend of John 
Ross, who will be remembered as a celebrated 
chief of the Cherokees. At the time the Cher- 
okees were removed from their homes in 
Georgia to their present vossessions, west of 
the Mississippi River, Payne was spending a 
few weeks in Georgia with Ross, who was oc- 
cupying amiserabie cabin, having been forc- 
ibly ejected from his former home. A num- 
ber of prominent Cherokees were in prison, 
and that portion of Georgia in which the 
tribe was iocated was scoured by armed 
squads of the Georgia militia, who had orders 
to arrest all whorefused to leave the country. 

While Ross and Payne were seated before 

the fire inthe hut, the door was suddenly 
burst open and six or eight militiamen 
spranginto the room. Ross’ wife was seated 
on a trunk containing many valuabie papers 
anda smail amount of money, and at the 
unexpected intrusion she sprang up snd 
screamed wildiy. Ross spoke te her in the 
Cherokee language, telling her to be seated, 
as she would thus save the contents of the 
trunk, and, as she sat down again, the intru- 
ders told Ross that both he and Payne were 
under arrest and must prepare to accom- 
pany the squad to Milledgeville, where they 
would be imprisoned. The soldiers lost no 
time in taking their prisoners away. Ross 
was permitted to ride his own horse, while 
Payne was mounted on one led by a soldier. 
As the little party left the hovel rain began 
falling and continued until every man 
was dreuched thoroughly. The journey 
lasted all night. Toward midnight Payne’s 
escort, in order to keep himself awake, began 
humming: ‘*Home—home—sweet—sweet— 
home” when Payne remarked: ‘‘Little did I 
expect to hear thatsonpe under such circum- 
stances andat suchatime. Do you know 
the author?” 

**No,”’ said the soldier, “do you?” 

“Yes,” Payne answered; “*f composed it.” 

“The devil you did! You can tell that to 
some fellows, but notto me. Look here, you 
made that song, you say; if you did—and I 
know you didn’t—you can say it all without 
stopping. It has something in it about pleas- 
ure and palaces. Now pitcnin and ree! it off; 
and if you can’t, ’j1 bounce you from your 
horse and lead you instead of it. 

The threat was answered by Payne, who 
repeated the song in a low, subdued tone, and 
then sang it, making the oid woods ring with 
the tender melody and pathos of the words. 
It touched the heart of the rougi: suidier, who 
was not onlycaptivated but convinced, and 
who said that the composer of such a song 
should never go to prison if he could help it. 
And when the party reached Milledgeville 
they were, aftera preliminary examination, 
discharged, much to their snrprise. Payne 
insisted it was because the leader of the squad 
had been under the magnetic influence of 
Ross’ conversation, and Ross insisted that 
they had been saved from iusult and impris- 
onment by the power of “‘Home, Sweet 
Home,’’ sung as only those who feel can sing 
it.

Next day 
the application for an equitable share of the 
St. Louis sprinkling business was again made 
to the Schuremans, and Was a second time re- 
jected. Immediately the new comers made 
more determined war upon their rivals. The 
incidents of the ensuing summer will be 
vyratefully remembered for many a long day. 
Notwithstanding that most of the sprinkling 
contracts forthe season had been made al- 
ready and even held by the Schuremans 
the Stiebel people went diligently to work to 
ent out the ground from under their feet. 
They secured a little business and in many 
cases they failed to get contracts they vol- 
untarilv did the work gratis.

Some idea 
of the proftitableness of street sprinkling may 
be gathered by computing the coat of oper- 
ating and contrasting these with the amount 
earved. ‘ihe water tax for sprinklers is $10 
per block for the season, which usually lasts 
seven months. The cost of labor, repairs 
and other items of expenditure brings the 
actual cost.of sprinkting up to about $80 
per block per season, whilethe rates charged 
to citizens range from $200 to $800 per block, 
and the average is nearer the latterthan the 
formersum. But, making every allowance 
for gaps and otner losses, the general average 
may be set down at $225 per block. Deduct-

GAMBLING AND LOTTERY. 


Both Enjoying a Profitable Run Un. 
der the Present Policy. 


No Decision Yet From Judge Laughlin on 
the Question of Law. 


At this late stage of the gamethe Police De- 
purtment has resolved to assign a man to 
make cases against the lottery men. A few 
days ago a ‘*spotter’’ was sent out, and a few 
duys ago the lottery men knew all about 
that self-same ‘*gpotter.’’ While the 
discussion of the failure of the department to 
surpress gambling was under co:sideration 
attention was entirely diverted from lottery, 
much to the satisfaction and profit of 
the managers. The profits of the 
Pate’s Races scheme are estimated at $600 a 


day. Sixty officers are run by this scheme 
alone, the receipts averaging $10 
per day for the whole number. 


The six schemes now in operation have gone 
On uninterruptedly since they were started. 
The Pate’s Races have had a smooth run of 
nine months without the slightest interference 
on the part of the police. A similar condition 


of things cannot be found in the 
history of lottery in this city. 
While the matter of the Missouri 


company was in the Supreme Court, with 
every probability of a decision favorabis tu 
the company, and inthe face of the decision 
which was rendered against the prosecution by 
that tribunal, the police carried on a haras- 
sing wartare which almost closed every office 


in town. Tne use of lottery tickets 
was abandoned, and the player 
furnished himself with a piece 


of brown paper. On this paper a fine of $1,000 
was assessed and sustained in the higher 
courts. A similarimmuuity to that enjoyed 
during the last nine months was something 
unknown to lottery men. Ia speaking of the 


situation Chief Kennett said he 
was morally certain himself that 
lottery was run in these offices, but 


it couid not be proved to the satisfaction of a 
court. Now that the Chief of Police has estab- 
lished himself the executive and judicial 
power, and rendered a decision on the use 
lessness of prosecuting these cases,and passed 
upon the character of the evidence necessary 
to make a case, the lottery managers are en: 
joying a profitable spell of prosperity. 

The Board of Police Commissioners have 
adopted a policy towards guamblers,and, in the 
face of the factthat it has been unsuccessful 
inthe highest degree, publicly express their 
intention to contine the present pluan.g Pate’s, 
No. 12 N. Fourth, rana big game oft keno 
Saturday night. Tke rooms at Fourth and 
Walnut streets are stillopen. Faro is dealt at 
144% and 1155 N, Sixth, 107 N. Fifth and 
604 Washington avenue, under the present po- 
lice policy. Judge Laughiin still has the 
question of the constitntionality of the law 
under udavisement and will probably not ren- 
der a decision before next Monday. The gam- 
biing Cases are set for next week and the de 
fendants will in all likelinood ask for turther 
time on the ground that they did 
not learn the status of the law until so shortly 
before the cases were called to trial. This 
will be a plausible excuse, but how Judge 
Laughlin will regard it remains to be seen.

A PROBABLE MURDER. 


Henry Stege Shot This Morning on Frank- 
lin Avenue. 


At8&o’clock this morning Henry Stege wis 
probably tatally shot. He had opened up his 
fish stand at Twenty-seventh and Franklin 
avenue, preparatory to commencing the busi. 
nessvuftheday. Stege had been told that 
Whyman Munson, a young man about 24 years 
old, bad thrown a iot of stones and brick bats 
ou the roofof his stall last night, thereby an 


noying him exceedingly. This morning 
as Stege was standing in fron 


of his door, Munson, who lives next door on 
Fianklin avenue, walked by. Stege stopped 
him xnd asked him if he had thrown the stones 
ai d what be had done it for. The two men 
s0un got into a controversy over the subject, 
and presently Stege slapped Munson in the 
face. (Quick asa flash the latter drew a pisto) 
trom his hip pocket and fired two shois at 
Steg. in quick successioa, 

‘Lhe tirst bali entered his body in the abdo- 
men, about two inches to the left of the navel, 
while the second shot did not take effect. 
After dhe shooting Munson immediately made 
iis escape. A buggy was secured and Stege 
taken tothe home of his father, John Stege, 
No. 15.5 stupleton street, and Dr. Funkhouser 
summon<d. The doctor made an examination 
of the wound and probed for the ball, but was 
unsuccessful in locating it. He thinks, how- 
ever, that itiodged in the muscles ot the stom- 
ach. He saysthat while the wound may not 
necessarily prove fatal, it is very probablethat 
Stege may aie. 

THE LOCATION OF THE BALL 
is very uncertain, hence the danger of it hav- 
ing lodged in a fatal portion of the body.

| B. KR. Davenport, the attorney whoa, 
syuipathies were enlisted in Jones’ misfor- 
tune, asked for a new trial on the ground that 
Jones was defenued by A. Alpeora Bradley, 
the cored lawyer, whose ignoranee and 
imbecility, itis alleged, were such that the 
Drisoner might as well have had no trial at 
all. The Courtof Appeals lately stayed the 
exccution, which Was to have taken!place last 
Fridar, for two weeks, and this 
morning gave Jones a new tiial. 


The deciaton states that no error has been 
shown to be committed by the Criminal Court 
in the trial, but tbat attention has been called 
to the fact that Judge Laughlin refused a new 
trial when asked for, the demand being based 
upon the ignorance, imbecility and incompe. 
teunoy of Bradiey, defendant’s attorney. he 
conrteays: ‘'such acluim for reversal wust 
be considered with great caution. The law 
has provided means whereby only persons 
qualified by learning, intellectual capacity aud 
yood moral character may be permitted to de- 
rend in & Court of justice the reputation, pro- 
priety ar life of a citizen. it would be difficult 
to state with too much emphasis how the stern 
eeverityiot the courte has generally compelled 
parties /o stand tothe consequences of negli.

contrary to law, the court says that civilization 
demands that, when a life is in the balance, 
the accused should have a lawyer who is able 
to do something for him. 

‘‘We consider that the prisoner has, in 
effect, gone to his trial and his doom without 
counsel such as the law would secure to any 

risoner accused of crime.’’ 
' The case is thus reversed and sent back to 
the Criminal Court fortrial. Lawyers gener- 
ally express great satisfaction with the decis- 
ion and Mr. Davenport's victory, and say that

SYLVESTER H. LAFLIN, JB. 


Strong Hopes Entertained tor His Recovery 
by the Doctors. 

Sylvester H. Laflin, Jr., who shot himself in 
the left breast yesterday, at his father’s resi- 
dence, No. 2834 Olive street, and who was sup- 
posed to be mortally wounded,is gradually re- 
covering. <A consultation of physicians 
was held at the house this morning andthe 
young gentleman pronounced out of danger. 

WHAT MR. LAFLIN HAS TO SAY. 

A reporter met Mr. S. H. Lafiin this morning 
in high good humor over the result of th 
doctors’ consultation over his son’s condi- 
tion. 

‘‘Ttell you, sir,’’ said he, ‘‘ittakes a good 
deal morethan that to killa Laflin. They are 
a@ pretty tough stock—pretty tough.’’ 

‘*Is he very badly hurt?’’ 

‘*Yes, he is hurt badly enough, but he will 
pull through all right. You see 
the bullet entered here,’’ putting his finger 
upon his left side, just above the heart, ‘‘and 
came out here;’’ indicating a point directly 
opposite upon his back. ‘‘I suppose the lung 
wascutthrough. It must have been, as he 


was spitting up biood. We found the ball just 
outside the wound. We would have found it 
there yesterday but we were afraid 
toturn him over and look.’’ 

‘*Has Miss Myers been to see him?’’ 

‘*Oh, no; we conld not let anybody see him 
just vet. She has written a note to the house, 
however, and her father and mother have 
both called and made the kindest inauiries. 
Oh, he will pull through all right.’’ 

**How does he teel about it himself?’’ 

‘*Very hopeful; very hopeful, indeed.’’ 

‘‘T suppose you were greatly alarmed when 
you firat discovered what he had done?’’ 

**Alarmed? I believe you. I thought he was 
gone, sure. And yesterday, you know, the 
doctors rave us no hope.’’ 

‘*You seem to have had a great many doc- 
tors.’’ 

‘*Nine of them, sir; nine of them. Seemed 
like we had the house full of doctors all the 
time.”’ 

DR. WILLIAM WEBB, 
the physician in attendance upon young Laflin, 
reports the condition of his patient t» day 
much improved. It is nowthought the ball 
passed through the young man’s body, for 
there isa hole immediately below the left 
shoulder blade which could have been made 
in no other way. The physicians here thought 
it best for their patient pot to prove the 
wound in search of tue bullet, 
and the most thorough search of the bed 
upon which Mr. Laflin, Jr., was lying at the 
time of the shooting, and among the turniture 
of the room in which it occurred, has failed to 
discover it. Dr. Webb entertains the most 
lively hopes of his patient's early recovery. 
AT MINNETONKA. 

There are said to be a number of circumstances

Mr. John Dos Passos, of New York, has been 
in St. Louis for several days, on his way to 
Littte Rock, Arkansas, where he goestoiry a 
number of railroad cases now coming up in 
the Arkansas capital. Mr. Dos Passosis one 
of the best known iawyers in New York, his 
name having been connected with anumber of 
causes celebres, especially with the Stokes 
case, as he managed the defense with eminent 
skill and success. In fact, there are 
few men in the East more ro- 
foundly versed in criminai law; there 
are few men better calculated to voice 
Eastern opinion upon the quasi-legal assas- 
sination which has reeentiy disgraced this 
State.

Dos Passos this morning: ‘‘And what do you 
think of the James case?’’

‘*Assuming this statement to be correct, 
certainly the killing was unwarranted by law. 
You mvst understand that there is no such 
thing as outlawrv in American jurisprudence. 
Ir is a relic of the common law which 
has not been heard of in this country. 
Under any circumstances outlawry did not be- 
gin untilaman had been regulariv indicted 
and convicted of crime and had then fled. As 
far asI can understand the killing of this Man 
Jam: s, lean only describe it as an act fit for 
a barvarous state of socie'y.’’ 

‘*What should have bi en done?’’ 

‘‘It was the desire of the law to get him into 
custody for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether he was guilty of certain crimes 
or not. To hire a person to. kill 
him when found, or to kill him under anv cir- 
cumstances in which it could be done without 
harin to the one doing the killing, was certainly 
a monstrosity. Icanfind no other word to 
describe the act.’’ 

‘‘What is your New York method of dealing 
with such cases?’’ 

‘‘When a man is accused of crime he is 
either arrested upon warrant or ky indictment 
of-the grand jury. In eithercase the warrant 
of arrest is entrusted to the proper officer, who 
makes the arrest. If extraordinary resistance 
is expected the oflicer can su m- 
mon the whole power of the 
county to his assistance, and there is no Officer 
in New York who would not be very unwilling 
to admit bis inability to make an arrest.’’ 

‘*‘Whatdo you think of a Governor ofa 
State who would make a bargain with one 
robber to kill another?’’ 

‘‘IT would think such actior an anomaly in 
American jurisprudence. I would think it en- 
tireiy illegal.’’ 

‘*‘Would an action lie against the Governor 
in such a case?’’ 

‘‘Assuming the Governor to have 
authorized or prompted or commissioned 
a person to kill another accused ot crime—and 
recollect that I cannot believe a Governor 
would do this—then the Governor is clearly 
guilty asan accessory before the fact. For 
this reason the Governor, by virtue of his 
office, has no greater power in this respect 
than another citizen. He has no power to 
order a man killed, even though it be an indl- 
vidual of the most dangerous and desperate 
character. Such an act is a usurpation 
of the rights to which every man 
is entitled; itis assuming to try and convict 
him without atrial. And I will say this, it 
your Constitution authorizes your Governor to 
comrmiission persons to shoot down those ac- 
cused of crime, the sooner yourepeal it the 
better. Not only isitinconsistent with every 
notion of Arglo-Saxon liberty, but it is direct- 
ly ‘antagonistic to the Constitution of the 
United States. As I understand it, when 
this bandit was killed he was 
engaged in the esthetic occupation 
of hanging pictures, at which time it seems to 
me he could easily have been taken by deter- 
mined officials. Thereis only oneinstance in 
which a man can be shot—when he is resisting 
the process of law. Butto give carte blancue 
to a man to kil! one accused ot feiony, without
